j The first was dated March 30 and 
i designated April 30 as a day of fasting 
| and prayer. In this rather noteworthy 
j docu ment occu rs the significant state­ 
ment, "Bu t we have forgotten God.” 
By Ju ly 15 Vicksbu rg had opened 
the Mississippi, and Gettysbu rg had 
ended the fear of invasion, so on that 
day another proclamation xvas issu ed, 
reciting that God had heard the pray­ 
ers of the people au d had vou chsafed 
“victories ou land and sea so signal 
and so effective” as to promise u lti­ 
mate peace. So Thu rsday, Au g. 6, was 
set apart as a day for national thanks­ 
giving. 
On Oct. 3 came the first of Lincoln’s 
regu lar Thanksgiving day proclama­ 
tions.

Th ere Is no more easy th ing to give 
th an th e simple giving of th anks, as 
it does not cost a cent; and as th e 
President of th e United States and 
our governor h ave both ordered it 
we may consider it some sort of a 
bounden duty of all good oitizens to 
render th anks today. 
It is, as we h ave stated, an easy 
th ing to do—rendering th anks. Even 


“N ature never lend* 
Th e sm allest scruple of h er excellence 
Rut like a th rifty goddess, sh e determines 
Herself th e glory of a creditor— 
Both th anks and use." 


Rendering th anks originated with 
our Puritan ancestors wh o were th ank­ 
ful th at th e old Mayflower landed 
th em 
safely on 
Plymouth 
Rock. 
Th ey regarded Ch ristmas as too muoh 
in th e line of idolatry and so th ey 
establish ed 
Th anksgiving 
day 
to 
take its place. 
Instead of being a 
day of feasting and celebrating, h ow­ 
ever, it was marked with fasting and 
solemnity. 
Th anksgiving 
did 
not 
take on a national ch aracter until 
President Wash ington, in 17 89, ap­ 
pointed November 26, at th e request 
of a joint committee of Congress, to 
be celebrated as a day of th anksgiv* 
ing and prayer by th e people of th e 
newly created 
republic. In 
17 95 
Wash ington issued h is second Th anks­ 
giving proclamation. President Joh n 
Adams also issued two Th anksgiving 
proclamations, continuing th e Puri­ 
tan idea by urging th e people to 
“ acts of h um iliation, pentience and 
prayer.” 
Jefferson took no official 
notice of Th anksgiving day, but Pres­ 
ident Madison revived th e custom, 
after th e conclusion of th e war of 1812. 
He asked th a t January 12,18 15, be 
set apart as a day of “ public h umilia­ 
tion and fasting.” For many admin­ 
istrations after Madison Th anksgiv­ 
ing day was not observed as a national 
h oliday. 
Th e custom was revived 
by President Lincoln, wh o in 1863 
issued h is flrst Th anksgiving procla­ 
mation, 
Every President since th at 
tim e h as followed h is example.

Th is fact sh ould be a 
most potent reason, if th ere were no 
oth ers, wh y th e great state of Illinois 
sh ould h e proud of th e fact th a t its 
senior senator h as been well weigh ed 
in th e balances and never, on a single 


occasion, found wanting; h is ch aracter 
for h onesty and fair dealing is 
witho ut 
a blemish . Financially h e may not 
be 
eligible for 
initiation into a 
Millionaire’s Club, but as a member 
in good standing we sh ould be proud 
of h im; h e is respected as h e is by h is 
colleagues: for be it remembered your 
millionaire h as an abiding respect for 
h onesty, ability and th e ch aracteris­ 
tics th at make up true manh ood. 
On account of h is experience, h igh 
standing among h is fellow members 
and th e esteem of statesm en at Wash ­ 
ington generally, I believe it wculd be 
a disgrace to our state to even talk of 
sending anoth er to fill ^enat r Cul- 
lom's place in th e United states sen­ 
ate.

HARD TO CONVICT UNDER LAW 


8 tates Atto rney s Co mplain o f Wo rk 
ing s o f Indeterminate Act. 
Rockford Star: From all parts of 
th e state are coming complaints by 
th e sta te ’s attorney against th e opera­ 
tion of th e indeterm inate sentence 
law now in force in th e state .of Illi­ 
nois. 
Since th e amended law was 
passed in 1899 and became effective 
considerable difficulty h as been ex­ 
perienced in securing jury convictions, 
obiefly, it is said, because th e twelve 
men on th e jury h ave not confidence 
enough in th e th ree men on th e state 
board of parole to believe th a t th ose 
ch arged with crime wh o are consider­ 
ed by th e jurors to be guilty but Dot 
worth y of a life or a long term sent 
ence, will be paroled by th e proper of­ 
ficials 
wh en 
a term suited to th e 
particular criminal h as been served. 
In Winnebago county oases h ave 
come up for trial and evidence suf­ 
ficient to prove th e guilt of th e priso­ 
ner h as been produced but h e h ad 
been declared not guilty, th e obvious 
reason being th at th e jury considered 
th a t in returning a verdict of guilty 
th ey were giylng th e maximum penal­ 
ty wh ich was deemed too great for 
th e offense.

A U S T R IA IS A L L T O R E U P 


P eople D em a nd U niversa l Suffra g e a nd 
F ra n cis J osep h Says. A ll R ig h t. 
Vienna, Nov. 29.—Yesterday marked 
a new epoch in Austrian history, for 
the Austrian people throughout 
the 
entire land made known to the crown 
their demand for equal suffrage, and 
even as this demand was being voiced 
the crown, through 
Premier Baron 
Gautch von Frankenthurn, in parlia­ 
ment, was assuring the people that its 
will would be done. The premier prom­ 
ised to bring in by the end of February 
a bill providing for a full and free 
universal, equal and direct suffrage. 
The people made known their 
de­ 
mand by a series of monster demon­ 
strations in all the principal cities and 
towns of the country. From only one 
town, Austerlitz, are serious disorders 
reported. 
There the troops fired on 
disorderly demonstrators, killing two 
and wounding thirty. 
Otherwise the 
demonstrations were characterized by 
the maintenance of order and dignity. 
Hundred« of thousands of men pa­ 
raded, thus emphasizing their demand 
for political freedom. 
Such a demon­
